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^Magnes  medal  honors 

Benny  Goodman 


Musician  Benny  Goodman  is  being  hon¬ 
ored  by  the  Judah  L.  Magnes  Memorial  Mu¬ 
seum  in  Berkeley.  Calif.,  with  a  medal 
featuring  his  portrait  by  sculptor  Marika 
Somogyi. 

According  to  the  museum,  Goodman  will 
be  inducted  into  the  Jewish-American  Hall 
of  Fame  in  October.  A  portrait  plaque  will 
be  installed  at  the  Magnes  Museum.  Limited 
edition  bronze,  silver  and  gold  medals  based 
on  the  plaque  design  will  be  offered  by  the 
museum. 

Benjamin  David  Goodman  was  born  May 
30,  1909  and  grew  up  in  a  Chicago  ghetto. 
His  father  took  Goodman  and  two  brothers 
to  a  local  synagogue  where  they  received 
instruments  and  lessons.  Goodman  later 
studied  with  Franz  Shoepp,  a  clarinetist  in 
the  Chicago  Symphony.  Goodman  was 
equally  at  home  playing  Mozart  with  the 
Boston  Symphony  or  jamming  at  Harlem's 
Savoy  Ballroom.  He  was  also  a  composer, 
having  co-written  standards  such  as  "Stom¬ 
pin'  at  the  Savoy"  and  "Swingtime  in  the 
Rockies.” 

•  Goodman  was  elected  to  the  faculties  of 
the  Juilliard  School  of  Music  and  Boston 
University.  He  played  at  the  1958  Brussel's 
World  Fair  In  1962,  "The  King  of  Swing" 
■  made  a  successful  jazz  tour  of  the  Soviet 
Union. 

"The  Big  Broadcast  of  1937,"  was  the  first 
of  a  long  list  of  movies  in  which  Goodman 
appeared. 

The  Goodman  medal  was  sculptured  by 
Marika  Somogyi.  whose  previous  medallic 


sculptures  have  commemorated  the  Statue 
of  Liberty  Centennial,  Johann  Sebastian 
Bach  Tricentennial,  as  well  as  the  100th 
birthdays  of  Marc  Chagall,  Eleanor  Roose¬ 
velt  and  Sherlock  Holmes.  Somogyi  has 
been  invited  twice  to  submit  coinage  designs 
to  the  United  States  Treasury,  and  six  of  her 
works  were  selected  as  part  of  the  U.S.  ex¬ 
hibit  at  the  1987  Congress  of  the  Federation 
Internationale  de  la  Medaille.  Somogyi 
received  The  Numismatic  Art  Award  for 
Excellence  in  Medallic  Sculpture  frnm  the 
American  Numismatic  Association  in  Aug¬ 
ust. 

The  obverse  of  the  medal  offers  a  portrait 
of  Goodman  deeply  absorbed  in  his  clarinet 
playing,  with  his  signature  alongside.  The 
reverse  of  the  medal  has  been  transformed 
into  the  likeness  of  a  massive  ballroom, 
complete  with  dancers.  The  figure  of  Good¬ 
man  has  been  sculptured  in  high  relief,  con¬ 
trasting  with  the  explosive  energy  of  enthu¬ 
siastic  jitterbuggers  etched  below  the 
medal's  surface. 

The  medals  are  rounded-trapezoid  shape, 
measuring  2-inches  in  diameter  and  weigh¬ 
ing  more  than  two  troy  ounces. 

Authorized  mintages  of  the  individually 
serial  numbered  Benny  Goodman  medals 
are  limited  to  500  antique  bronze.  250  pure 
silver  and  50  10-karat  gold  pieces.  The 
medals  are  available  for  contributions  (half 
tax-deductible)  of  520  for  the  bronze,  $85 
for  the  silver  and  $1,050  for  the  gold.  Orders 
can  be  sent  to  the  non-profit  Magnes  Muse¬ 
um.

Issues  medals  in  honor 
of  Baseball  Hall  of  Fame 


Proof  medals  commemorating  the  50th 
anniversary  of  the  National  Baseball  Hall  of 
Fame  in  Cooperstown.  N.Y.,  and  the  first 
five  inductees  are  now  available. 

The  three  medals  were  designed  by  Frank 
Gasparro.  former  Chief  Sculptor-Engraver 
of  the  United  States  Mint. 

The  "First  Base  Proof.”  38  millimeters  in 
diameter  struck  in  copper-nickel  and  priced 
at  $5  each  in  United  States  funds,  depicts 
the  Hall  of  Fame  archives  building  on  the 
obverse  with  the  inscription  NATIONAL 
BASEBALL  HALL  OF  FAME  •  50  YEARS 
around  the  top  rim  and  COOPERSTOWN 
USA  around  the  bottom,  with  the  dates  1939- 
1989  underneath  the  building 

The  reverse  has  a  Hall  of  Famer  at  bat  on 
a  reduced  baseball  diamond,  a  ball  and 
glove  beneath,  with  the  names  of  the  first 
five  Inductees  around  CHRISTY  MATHEW- 
SON  •  BABE  RUTH  •  TY  COBB  •  WALTER 
JOHNSON  •  HONUS  WAGNER. 

The  "Second  Base  Proof”  carries  the 
same  designs  but  is  struck  in  .999  fine  silver, 
38mm.  weighing  20  grams,  and  priced  at 
$29.50  each  in  U.S  funds. 

The  First  Base  Proof  carries  a  face  value 
of  $5  in  U.S.  funds  and  the  Second  Base 
Proof  a  face  value  of  $25  in  U.S.  funds;  both 
will  be  accepted  in  payment  at  the  gate  of 
the  Hall  of  Fame  through  December  1990

The  "Third  Base  Proof’  features  the  Hall 
of  Fame  on  the  obverse  and  the  sculptured 
portraits  and  linked  names  of  the  five  origi¬ 
nal  inductees.  This  medal  measures  3.522 
inches  in  diameter,  0.25  inch  thick,  struck  in 
.999  fine  silver  weighing  12  troy  ounces  and 
pnced  at  $295  each  in  U.S.  funds.

It  was  moved  by  Steve  Rood  and  seconded  by  Ken  Macomber  to  confirm 
the  following  slate  of  officers  for  the  coming  year,  with  terms  to 
expire  on  Dec.  31,  1990.  The  motion  carried  with  no  dissenting  votes.

In  his  opening  remarks,  Steve  Rood  thanked  Duane  Spellman  on  behalf 
©f  everyone  for  keeping  the  club  intact  and  the  "Bugle"  in  print  for 
the  past  several  years. 


The  secretary /treasurer ' s  report  by  Nancy  Yee  noted  that  the  club 
has  welcomed  eighteen  new  members  since  Steve  Rood  issued  his  challenge 
to  double  our  membership  in  the  July  "Bugle".  Eleven  of  those  members 
were  recruited  by  Sam  Bauer.  We  now  have  154  members  on  the  roster, 
however  24  members  have  not  yet  renewed  and  seven  are  either  deceased, 
moved  with  no  forwarding  address  or  declined  to  renew,  leaving  123 
active  members.  In  addition,  we  had  limited  response  to  our  press 
release  which  was  printed  in  "Numismatic  News"  and  have  garnered  no 
new  members  as  a  result. 


From  an  opening  balance  of  $413.13  transfered  in  August  from  Duane 
Spellman,  the  club  account  has  grown  with  new  memberships  and  receipt 
of  club  bar  orders  to  a  total  of  $1038.10.  If  we  sell  the  remaining 
55  bars,  we  will  have  a  healthy  balance,  even  after  paying  the  bill 
for  engraving  and  striking  and  other  related  expenses  ($888). 

Duane  Spellman  reported  on  the  "Bugle" .  There  are  roughly  enough 
funds  in  the  Bugle  account  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  next  three  issues. 
He  runs  350  copies  of  each  bi-monthly  issue  at  a  cost  of  $113,  plus 
$75  postage  for  300  copies.  There  are  four  advertisers  who  regularly 
run  a  full-page  ad,  bringing  in  revenue  of  $100.  If  an  advertiser 
would  like  to  run  a  larger  ad  by  including  extra  pages  in  the  "Bugle" 
he  can  do  so  by  paying  the  extra  postage.  Currently  the  "Bugle" 
has  six  8"x11"  folded  sheets  which  can  be  mailed  for  25<r  first-class 
Bulk  mail  was  discussed  (for  mailings  over  250  pieces)  and  reiected 
as  being  too  time  consuming  for  a  one-man  operation.  Free  classified 
ads  are  available  to  members  who  renew  their  memberships  on  time, 
and  "buy"  ads  are  free.  There  was  a  question  from  the  floor  regarding 
the  club  mailina  list.  It  clarified  that  the  list  is  to  be  used 

for  club  purpo.^  s  only  and  t  list  h.i  never  been  sold. 
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Club  Report  Cont . 


Pudne  Spellman  delivered  the  1981  club  bai  those  members  present 
This  year's  bar  commemorat  es  the  20th  anni  sary  of  man's  landing 
on  the  moon.  The  club  bai  or  round  has  always  had  topical  interest 
so  that  people  will  want  to  collect  and  Keep  them.  The  artwork  for 
this  year's  unit  was  taken  from  the  July  9,  1969  "Life”  magazine 
article  on  what  people  thought  about  the  moon. 


The  club  minted  100  units,  using  65  ounces  of  silver  on  hand  and 
buying  an  additional  35  ounces.  Of  the  100  bars  made,  45  have  thus 
fa.  been  sold.  There  was  discussion  on  extending  the  ordering  period 
and  Ken  Macomber  suggested  December  31st  as  a  firm  deadline.  Duane 
Spellman  will  reprint  the  order  form  in  the  November  "Bugle”  and  Jim 
Best  will  issue  a  press  release,  offering  the  bars  to  the  public  at 
$25,  or  $35  including  membership. 

The  club  will  release  a  round  for  1990,  and  a  notice  to  invite  members 
to  submit  ideas  and/or  artwork  will  be  placed  in  the  January,  1990  "Bugle' 

Jim  Best  reported  on  advertising  to  promote  the  club.  His  first  news 
release  with  new  officer  information  went  to  Florida  newspapers,  "Coin 
World",  "Numismatic  News"  and  the  "A.N.A.  Communique".  It  was  printed 
in  the  latter  two. 

He  suggested  that  1ASAC  join  FUN  (Florida  United  Numismatic  Organ¬ 
ization)  so  we  can  be  included  in  "FUN  Topics"  magazine  with  free 
articles  and  lowe-  advertising  rates.  Membership  in  FUN  is  $10/year, 
which  he  will  donate.  Other  state  organizations  were  discussed, 
however  Jim  will  concentrate  on  FUN  first.  He  also  reported^ that 
IASAC  will  now  be  listed  as  a  club  in  the  "A.N.A.  Communique"  and 
that  we  are  recognized  as  a  statewide  organization  by  the  A.N.A. 


Jim  Best  will  also  add  club  information  to  his  large  advertising 
catalog  which  he  mails  every  sixty  days.  Duane  Spellman  would  like 
to  offer  dealer  incentives  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  advertising. 
No  action  was  taken  on  this. 


Ken  Macomber,  co-chair  for  advertising  displayed  photos  of  the  large 
sign  he  made  to  take  to  coin  shows  in  the  northeast.  The  sign 
prominently  features  the  club  logo  and  is  framed  by  pictures  of 
various  bars  and  rounds.  Wording  below  the  logo  says:  "Let  the 
Silver  Bugle  provide  you  with  information  on  the  largest  silver 
collectors'  club  in  the  world."  Applications  are  provided  below 
the  sign,  which  is  mounted  on  a  large  mahogany  easel.  Jim  Best  will 
make  a  similar  sign  to  take  to  the  three  shows  he  attends  on  average 
per  month. 

Some  general  discussion  followed  and  Steve  Rood  noted  his  disappointment 
in  the  lack  of  participation  by  club  members.  Discussion  focused  on 
reasons  why  people  join  the  club:  for  the  Bugle;  because  the  club 
issues  a  unit;  for  a  personal  relationship  with  other  club  members; 
to  get  advance  notice  of  new  issues  and  for  dealer  discounts  when 
mentioning  the  club. 


Under  new  business  Steve  Rood  noted  we 
and  place  for  next  year's  meeting.
